U.N.O. INADEQUATE ? 


Peoria, Illinois, Jan. 18. 

Owen J, Roberts, retired United 
States Suprome Court Justice, to- 
day doclared the United Nations 
Organisation was “inadequate” In 
keeping world peace. Roberts 
urged tho immediate federation of 
two or moro nations’ as a demon- 
stration “of the inestimoble ad- 
vantage of such a union.” 

He asserted the U.N.O. was in- 
sadeqimte in keeping world peace 
becauso jt was formed of member 
‘ potions instead of: individual citi- 
‘zens and also becauso the Security 
Council “cannot romove tho causes 
of dissontion but can only repress 
acts resulting from such dissen- 
tion.'-—Aesociated Press.
